TERR1BLE~S0ENES ON A CAN- 
ADIAN VESSEL. 

MEN, HORSES AND CATTLE BURN- 
ED TO DEATH. 

The barque Mary Barrs, of Yar- 
mouth, from Boston for Barbadoes, 
with a full cargo of shooks in the hold 
and a heavy deck load of mules and 
sheep, put into the East River, after 
having experienced a most perilous 
voyage. Tho barque started from 
Boston on July 10, and for three days 
she made good headway, without ex- 
periencing auy ditlicultioa. The ani- 
mals on hoard were packed togoihor 
in an enclosed pen, with sufficient 
room to move about, and between the 
pen and the poop were stored the 
bales of hay and straw, and water 
barrels. On the third day, when the 
vessel was under full sail, one of the 
sailors in passing the place where the 
buy was stored dropped a spark from 
his pipe. It ignited the hay, but, as 
he thought, the fire was at once ex- 
tinguished, aud as he had been vio- 
lating tho rules, he did not mention 
the circumstance for fear of punish 
mout. Unfortunately the lire bad not 
been entirely extinguished, but smoul- 
dered during the afternoon and till the 
following night, when the mate gave 
the alarm that tho vessel was on fire. 

The watch was set and every pre- 
caution taken, while most vigorous 
efforts were made to discover the 
source of the smoke. Several bun- 
dles of smouldering hay were thrown 
overboard. The wind was high and 
fanned the smoking hay into tlarucs, 
and filled the air with sparks. Tho 
cattle on board became frantically ex- 
cited and for a time the men were 
almost panic-stricken. Tho timbers 
of the cattle pen Were tho next to 
catch fire, und this maddened tho 
mules and sheep. The mingled noise 
of braying mules and bleating sheep, 
the crackling of burning timbers, and 
the shouting of excited men as they 
battled bravely with tho Haines, is 
described as being frightful in the 
extreme. Many of the mules broke 
loose and ran frantically about the 
deck, creating frightful confusion , and 
ultimately leaping into tho sea. Many 
of the sheop were roasted to death, 
and before the Haines were got under 
control the vessel had sustained so- 
rious damage. A sailor named Gibus 
; was seriously burned, and ho and an- 
other of the men are now in Bellevtio 
Hospital. On the morning of the 
15th the full extent of the dam- 
age to the vessel was discovered, 
and it was at once resolved to run for 
New York. Htr subsequent adven- 
tures illustrate the old saving that 
fortunes never come singly. When off 
Fire Island, July 20th, the unfortun- 
ate barquo waa run into hy a steamer. 
Tho bowsprit and jib-boom were 
smashed, and her bows stove in. The 
Bailors say tho steamer was crowded 
with people, and no attempt was 
mado to reader any assistance to the 
unfortunate men on board tho barquo. 
It was with great difficulty that she 
managed to reach the East River. 

Tho Mary Barrs is about 3U0 tons 
burden. Who had lost her topmast, 
and the ropes are all burned and the 
canvass useless. The yards aro badly 
burned, and a large hole was burned 
in the bow. Tho shedding structures 
between tho fore and main masts, in 
which the animals were confined, are 
burned almost to a cinder; her tim- 
bers aro Kcorched aud tho bowsprit is 
reducod to a more stump of wood. 

CHICAGO CITY IN BANKUPTCY. 

Chicago is in a stittt f dire distress- 
There is a llouting ituVjbtoduess of 
13,500,000 in tho shape ot city certifi- 
cates, wtiidh wete irregulaily issued 
and are going to protest, and a ie city 
has been in arrears for several months 
amounting to several bundled tho., 3 . 
and dollars, in tho payment of iu 
employees. There was but ono way 
to meet such a condition of things, 
and an ordinance was prepared, passed 
and approved— and is now in actual 
operation — whoroby two millions of 
dollars will bo saved from tho appro- 
priations of tho current fiscal year, 
which amount to live millions. Tho 
Police and Fire Departments have 
been reducod ton per cent, in tho 
number of employees and fifteon 
per cent, iu pay. In tho schools fancy 
studies, liko music and drawing, have 
been dropped altogether, and besides 
n similar reduction of twonty-fiva per 
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cent, has boon ordered in the cost of 
maintaining the schools. In the 
Health, Public Library, Building, and 
other Departments a still larger ratio 
of reduction has boon docidtd on. In 
tho Department of Public Works 
there is a radical saving of lifty per 
cent., on one-half the entire appropri- 
ation for this branch of tho service. A 
part of this saving is secured by tho 
reduction of the force und pay of em- 
ployees, but another aud larger part 
by the discontinuance of certain im- 
provements. There has been a simil- 
ar saving of 50 per cent, in the coat of 
lighting the city ; tho gas company, 
yielding to the force of public opinion, 
has reducod the price fifty cents per 
thousand, and the burners in the 
street lamps, which are extravagantly 
numerous, have been changed from 
six feet to fivo feet in capacity. The 
wages of all city employees have boon 
reduced from 15 to 25 per cent., and 
the net result of all Ibis is a saving to 
tho city of $2,000,000 for this year, 
and if the same policy bo maintained 
for two years the floating indebtedness 
unlawfully incurred may be paid off, 
and the municipal credit will bo fully 
restored.

SHALL WE ALTEE THE CARNAR- 
VON TERMS 1 

We give in auotbor column the ori- 
ginal Railway Term and the Carnar- 
von Terms. It will bo seen that there 
is no stipulation aa to the route of the 
railway in either. The original term 
binds the Canadian Government to 
construct a line of railway to connect 
the seaboard of British Columbia with 
the railway system of Canada within 
ten years frourthe date of union. The 
Carnarvon Terms recognize that ob- 
ligation as binding oh Canada, but ex- 
tend the time-limit. Now, if we re- 
open the Carnarvon Terms to admit a 
routo-clauso, whoro shall wo be? A 
fresh stipulation from uo may involve 
fresh stipulations from the other party 
to the contract. Is the country pre- 
pared for that? A few days ago there 
was erected on Fort street a handsome 
arch that bore the inscription — "The 
Carnarvon Terms or Sepa.atiou." 
About the same time there appeared 
on article in a contemporary print 
which took for its text — "The Carnar- 
von Terms and nothing but the Car- 
narvon Terms or Separation." In the 
same print there have sirce appeared 
Beveral articles suggesting an 
important alteration in the very 
terms for the preservation of 
which there was to be "war 
to the kuife." And yesterday, again, id 
the same print there is a still furthor al- 
torution deruimded, viz: Protection to 
the. farmer! What do the publio think 
of that for consistency ? What have the 
gentlemen who paid for the aroh with 
the inscription we have quoted got to saj' 
to these propositions to break a solemn 
treaty ratified and endorsed by the Im- 
perial Government by tho introduction of 
faesh matter? If the party who wants 
the Carnarvon Terms altered had at heart 
tho interests of the farmer, why did he 
not clamor for a protection clause when 
those terms were framed ? If he wanted 
a stipulation as to route inserted, why 
did he not advance Bute Iulot'a Haims in 
1874? The demand is for the "Carnarvon 
Terms." Let that be understood; and' 
let the country frown down surreptitious 
attempts to raise new issues and distract 
the public-mind, or there will soon be pe- 
titions pouring into Lord Dnfferin pray- 
iug for the "Carnarvon Terms — with al- 
tei-ations" to suit each locality. We take 
our stand on the Carnarvon Terms, puro 
and Bimple, and advise tho public to leave 
the question of route to tho enginoers, 
and the question of protection to farmers 
to our Solons at Ottawa. 

• Nanaimo's Welcome. 

The city of black diamonds extend- 
ed a cordial and loyal welcome to the 
Ticeroy on Thursday. The civic ad- 
dress is a very well-considered and 
practical document. Allusion is made 
to the coal deposits, and the shipping 
interests of the port.and a quiet thrust 
in the direction of reciprocity i3 given. 
The necessity of telegraphic commu- 
nication having been mentioned the 
community expresses itself fairly and 
squarely on the Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
railway in the following paragraph:— 

"A.! though as a community we do not 
take a prominent part in the discussion 
of political questions affecting the most 
vital interests of tho Province, wo would 
nevertheless usk to he pardoned for men- 
tioning here that for the peace, progress 
and satisfaction of the people of British 
Columbia we believo what are known as 
Carnarvon Terms should bo fulfilled in- 
tact by the Great Dominion of Canada." 

His Excellency's reply was quite satis- 
factory. He promised to Lring to the no- 
tice of the Government at Ottawa the var- 
ious topics touched upon in that addrons. 
With respect to tho Carnarvon Terms His 
Excellency i-aid: "I can only hopo that a 
friendly consideration by the parties con- 
cerned of tho difficulties which have aria 
on out of this dinttirbinp: inciden*, may 
lead to tho substitution of some equiva- 
lent . which may be found acceptable by 
tho Province," concluding wit h tho ex 
proKsion of the hopo that tho "just anti- 
cipations" of the people with respect to the 
ovjirhmd railway "may be roalized." Nnn- 
aimo has reanon to be proud of her ad- 
dress. 



The Insult to Earl DuiFeriu. 

A disavowal of responsibility for the 
outrageous assault on Earl Duffoiiri 
would seem to bo necessary on the 
part of Victortfi. The "Guardian," in 
the courso of some well-timed remarks, 
■ suggests an address to tho noble lord 
on his return to this city expressive of 
popular regret at tho publication and 
denounciatory of his assailant. The 
situation is cortainly a grave one. As 
we show elsewhere, Columbia has 
tho sympathy of the entire London 
press— including tho "Thunderer" — 
in her difficulty with Canada. Would 
it be wiso to run the risk of losing that 
powerful sympathy by calmly contem- 
plating ruffianly attacks on tho Viceroy 
of Canada, especially when no one in tho 
Province sympathizes with those at- 
tacks ? Says tho "Guardian :'* 

"Ho (Amor DeCosmos) calls tho Gov- 
ernor-General a vice regal intorviowor, 
and says ho has a desire to bilk and hood- 
wink tho poople in the name of royalty, 
and that Lord Dufforin is a vico-regal 
B py. He says ho has a great doal of what 
ho calls plainer langungo in tho back- 
ground, which ho reserve"* , as not being 
politic. Ho wantB a inoeung to declaro 
war to tho knifo. Ho should bo looked 
after, this man; ho may do himself harm; 
bis friends should seo that nothing is loft 
ju his way lest ho commit suicide. This 
editor wo' loam has done many rash 
Jhiuga boforo, and if he does nothing 



more eorions, ho will cortainly kill the 

Standard. We aro honored at this remote 
corner of tho Dominion by a visit from 
tho Viceroy, and because ho will not com- 
mit a broach of official etiquette, to suit 
tho editor of tho Standard, ho is abused 
like a pickpockot, ard told that ho is a 
"spy, and come horo to "bilk" and 
"hoodwink" tho lieges! Wob his recep- 
tion at Victoria a mere hypocritical farce? 
Did the citizons of Viotoria cheer Lord 
and Lady Dnfferin, did tho young ladies 
sing and present her ladyship with bo- 
quots.in the hope of bullying his lordship 
out of the Carnarvon terms ? These aro 
questions which Victorians us loyal sub- 
jects of Her Majesty Quoon Victoria, 
should have clearly set ot rest, beoause 
othnrwise their good name will bo tarnish- 
ed, and all their display or loyalty will go 
for naught. Tho Standard may represent 
a few domentod creatures like the editor, 
but the Standard will go abroad, aud be 
quoted as expressing the sentiments of the 
Victoria people.au J t joy will be looked up- 
on as a disgrace, instead of a credit to the 
British crown. Does anyone suppose, 
hotvover favourably Lord Dufferi ; might 
regard tho retention of the C? narvon 
terms, that he is likely to look upon them 
more favorably after reading the Standard"} 
If Victorians feel themselves aggrieved is 
this the way in which they are likely toob- 
tain redress? Is it not much more prob- 
able that they will now bo looked upon as 
a turbulent, dissatisfied community, with 
whom it is quite impossible to treat, aud 
that the best policy will bo to ignore 
them altogether? Tliesa are very serious 
questions, and should bo nuswerud by tho 
sensiblo portion of tho people in the cap- 
ital by an address to Lord Dufferio.when 
he returns, denying sentiments in common 
with the Standard. Shall it be said that 
they are incapable of octing like gentle- 
men, and are unacquainted with the or- 
dinary way of entertaining a guest with- 
out insultiug him ? Why, tho most ill - 
bred savuge would scorn to insult a 
stranger who had sought the shelter of 
his roof ! A great deal has been said 
about our implicit confidence in tho jus- 
tice of the Imperial Government, and 
with this feoliug- wo have twice appealed 
by memorial to Hor Majesty tho Queen. 
Surely it is no way to establish a case in 
our favour to iusult tho representative, 
because he will not take it upon himself 
to decide a question that is really not in 
his hands; the matter now resting with 
tho Secretary of State for tho Colonies. 
What kind of report do Victorious expect 
Lord Dnfferin will make on their behalf ? 
Will he tell the Earl of Carnarvon that he 
had better grant the "terms" asked for 
by tho Standard, or that paper will cer- 
tainly Muv,]> 6u .».<l hint nunin? Will l.w 

not rather suggest that ho suspects tho 
case of Victorians to be extremely weak, 
as they have resorted to bullying and 
blackguardism ? We strongly urgo tho 
people of Victoria to vindicate themselves 
and show that the editor of the Standard 
and tho clique ho represents aro alono 
responsible for the stain on tho reputa- 
tion of an intelligent community ond 
beg Lord Dufforin to absolve them from 
any responsibility for such gross and un- 
merited discourtesy. They should then 
ostracise the editor and his clique, and 
all this fubs and fumo will end as it began 
— in smoke,

Hie Excellency tho Governor- General, 
accompanied by tho Countess of Dufferin 
and suite, landed at Nanaimo on Friday 
morning at 10 o'clock unci wore receivta 
with great enthusiasm by tho loyal ci.i- 
zetiB of that placo.

One of Her Majesty's Most Honorable 
Privy Council, and a Baronet; Knight 
of the Most Illustrious Order of Saint 
Patrick; Knight Grand Cross of the 
Most Distinguished Order of Saint 
Michael and Saint George: and Knight 
Commander of the Most Honourable 
Order of the Bath, Governor-General of 
Canada, and Vice-Admiral of the same. 
May it please Your Excellency: 

Tho inhabitants of tho city of Nanaimo 
respectfully tender to your Excellency 
and her Ladyship tho Countess of Duffer- 
in, thoir heartiest welcome, and thank yon 
for the very distinguished honor confer- 
red upon thorn by your vico-regul visit. 

Embrueiug the opportunity afforded by 
Your Excellency's presence amongst thorn 
Her Mujosty's lioge subjects desiro to ex- 
press their unanimous and deop-rootod 
feeling of loyalty and attachment to tho 
Throuo aud Porsoj of Her Most Gracious 
Majosty tho Quoon, whom Your Excell- 
ency so worthily represents. If ivo aro 
not quite so demonstrative in our modo 
of reception as the residents of older ci- 
ties wo aro nonu tho less hearty and sin- 
cere. 

We beg leavo to remind Your Excel- 
lency with, we trust pardonable pride,' 
that our harbor, which is navigable at all 
srasons, forms the Chief Port of Ship- 
ment of tho Cedar Fields of tho North- 
west and receives more tonnage than any 
o hor port in the Province. As a sito for 
a Drydock our harbor is unrivalled. Tho 
rising city of Nanaimo is tho sea'; of tho 
most important industry in British Co- 
lumbia, and is at present in a most pros- 
perous and progressive state; the coal 
minos aro boing worked with a rigorous 
onergy and extensive outlay of capital 
ti lo .t fully maintain tho British reputation 
for enterprUo tue prosecution of legit- 
imate commercial unac.i«a-; nD . s 

But wo regret to say that our com t„<,,i e 
is carried on under tho serious disudvar- 
tage entailed by tho heavy duty imposed 
in the United States upon our large ex- 
ports to that country— our principal for- 
eign market. 

We have a long folt and pressing need 
of direct communication with tho Tele- 
graphic systems of the worid, and there 
is an entire absence of suitable buildings 
for the Customs, Postoflico andothorFod 
eral Depr.rtments at Nanaimo. We would 
fain hope that iu taking the liberty 
of bringing these requiremontB about 
Your Excellency we may secure that im- 
mediate attention and action on tho part 
of tho Dominion Government which tho 
exigencies of our caso fairly demand. 

Although as a community we do not 
tako a prominent part in tho discussion 
of political questions affecting the most 
vital interests o* tho Province, we would 
nevertheless ask to be pardoned for men- 
tioning liore, that for the peace, progress

For tho information of tho public we 
herewith produce tho stipulations con- 
tained in what are known us tho Carnar- 
von Terms:

BURIED SITTING IN A TOMB 
PROVIDED WITH CHAIRS 
AND LOUNGES. 

Dublin. July 2. — Tho trial of the 
will case of Purdon vs. Lord Longford, 
has been exciting much curiosity. Tho 
will in dispute was mado by Adolphus 
Cooke, a very eccentric old gentle- 
man. By it the testator left tbe estato 
worth .£5,000 a year, to the socond 
son of tlio defendant, a minor, and 
disinherited the plain iiff, who is the 
heir-at-law. The testator bad asked 
Charles Purdon to como to live with 
him aud manage his property. He 
offered to givo Mr. Purdon an annuity 
of .£:100, which was declared insuffi- 
cient, and he then offered to givo him 
a life interest iu the property, and let 
it go afterwards to his brother. The 
Rev. Mr. Lyster, rector at Killucan, it 
was alleged had quarrelled with the 
plaintiff, aud tried to get him disin- 
herited; and, yielding to his influenco, 
the testator altered his intention and 
■<»»/»«» 5« t-nvimm directions for 
some one else to leavo his property to, 
oven writing to a stranger of the same 
name to como, and bo made hiB heir. A 
will with that object was executed, 
but afterwards revoked, like the other. 
Tho clergyman, it was represented, 
finally persuaded him to leavo tho ea- 
talo to Lord Longford's son. 

It was represented in evideuco for 
tho plaintiff that of lato years the 
testator was not competent to make a 
will, aud some strange instances were 
given of his eccentricities. Ho did 
not bolieve in Christianity, but be- 
lieved in the transmigration of souls, 
and would not allow a dog to bo hurt 
because ho thought the soul of his 
grandfather was in tho animal. He 
expected that his own soul would as- 
sume the shape of a fox. He had a 
tomb made on bis domain with chairs 
and lounges in it, and wished to he 
buried in a sitting position. Ho had 
fiddle-shaped windows put iip in his 
house. Such peculiarities us theBe 
wero relied on to show that his uu'nd 
was weak and incapable of resisting 
pressure, 

On tho othor hand, counsel for tho 
defendant produced a number of wit- 
nesses to prove that ho was a shrewd, 
intelligent man of literary tastes; that 
ho was dissatisfied with the plaintiff 
and his father, and complained of their 
interference in his affairs, aud that he 
was particularly anxious for tho wel- 
fare of his tenantry, and wished to 
leave his property to Lord Longford's 
family, because he was a popular land- 
lord. Tho solicitor who drew tho will, 
the doctor, tho managor of the bank 
aud other witnesses swore positively 
as to tho testator's capacity. 

Baron Dowse, in charging the jury, 
which ho did at great length, said that 
iu his opinion there was an overwhelm- 
ing woiglit of evidence in support of 
the tostamnntary capacity of tho testa- 
tor, and thoy found a verdict accord- 
ingly.— "London Times."
